on their Rear; we ſent anoth-r party between Sh-rborn 
and Semerton , and fell on their Yan, and rovok {ome 
Priſoners there +l{o : This ſo Alarumed the Eneny, 
thar they broke down their bridges. There are three 
Regiments of Horle, and fix hundred Dragoones in

purſuir of them, and to bring intelligence of their mo- 
tio :"Our.pagr Booa(bangim patient of rhe Relicfof 
heir fucnds 2s. Faunton) Marchal fixty $:v0 miles in 
ive dayes, and offercdat Dorcheſter, aſter twelve uniles 
march that day, ro march all that ntohr ro Relicye 
Ta ton, hearing that Goring. was fallen on again + as 
y<r,none .of our friends inthe Tawmn'/is come tous;

at liberty (the Lord be praiſed for it) rhough this be 
a ſervice of great concernment to the Kingdom, and 
the Welt in particular ; yer I account the quieringof 
the Club-men, and the reputation our Army hath 
with them by relieving this Town, and marching 
quietly through their Country, and moking the Enc- 
my flie,is of more concernmeat,.then at :firſt is appre- 
hended, one. Holes the violent Ringleader of the Club 
men.came to Dorcheffter with 4 others from rhe Cinb- 
men, for leave to Petition the Parliament , he was 
moſt peremptory and infolent in. his Carriage, and 
but for his being ſent as a Meſſenger, he had been
